QUEBEC, Aug. 31.—(CP) Prime Minister Churchill 
said today that “nothing is nearer to the wishes of President 
Roosevelt and myself than to have a three-fold meeting with

The prime minister, refreshed from his labors at the 
Quebec war council by a week of fishing in the Laurentian 
mountains, turned again to the question of a second front in 
Europe, declaring: 


“We once had a fine front in France, but it was torn 
to pieces by the concentrated might of Hitler, and it is 
easier to have a front pulled down than it is to build it up 
| again,” 


However, he went on: “I look forward to the day when 
| British and American liberating armies will cross the channel 
| in full force and come to close quarters with the German 
| invaders of France. 


Will Attack Only on Sound Plans 


“You would certainly not wish me to tell you when that 
is likely to happen or whether it be near or far, but whenever 
the great blow is struck you may be sure that it will be be 
cause we are Satisfied that there is a good prospect of con 
tinued success and that our soldiers are expended in accord 
ance with sound military plans and not squandered for poli 
tical considerations of any kind.” 


Mr. Churchill said a tripartite meeting among Britain, 
| the United States and Russia “would be of very great ad- 
vantage to everyone, and indeed to the whole free world, 
if our unity of thought and decision upon practical 
measures to the longer future as well as upon strategic 
problems could be reached between the three great oppon- 
ents of the Hitlerite tyranny.” 


| Turning to beleaguered Italy, Mr. Churchill said: 
“Mussolini has been overthrown. The war impulse of 
Italy has been destroyed and that unhappy country is paying 
a terrible penalty for allowing itself to be misled by false and 
criminal] guides, How much easier it is to join bad compan- 
ions than to shake them!”

Germans Kill 
Hundreds of 
Dane Soldiers

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 31.- 
Nazi occupation forces, seek- 
ing ruthlessly to crush resist- 
ance in Denmark, were re- 

rted today to have killed 
undreds of Danish soldiers 
and to have arrested trade 
union leaders 

The Danish press service re- 
ported the arrest of labor leaders 
and Swedish obsérvers believed 
that the action was designed to 
break the strong Danish labor 
Organizations in order to prevent 
Strikes and other disturbances 
affecting war production. 


It was recalled that the Germans 
had arrested Norwegian trade union 
members in the fall of 1941 and had 
executed some leaders 


TAKE POLICE STATIONS 

The Nazis were reported to have 
taken over al) police stations in 
Copenhagen and to have stationed 
guards at main railway stations 

At Svendborg alone, 450 Danish 

civilians and soldiers fell dead 
and wounded before German 
guns, a Danish refugee said. The 
Danish garrison at Jaegorsborg, 
six miles from Copenhagen, turn- 
ed machine-guns on German 
armored forces trying to break 
through anti-tank barriers, knock- 
ing out three tanks and eleven 
armored cars. 

Another Danish force at Naest- 
ved, 45 miles south of Copenhagen 
still was fighting the Germans at a 
jate hour yesterday under orders 
from their commanders to fire until 
their last cartridge is gone, the 
Danish refugee press service said

Born in Russia 
Pasvolsky was the last secretary to 
Kerensky’s Ambassador Boris 
Bakhmeteff Pasvolsky formerly 
edited the Russian Review in New 
York, later a daily Russian paper 
calied Russkoye Slovo, which was 
anti-Soviet, and after various re- 
search studies, became adviser to 
Mr. Hull 

When Pasvolsky'’s plans for a 
new world bogged down, Welles 
diplomatically manoeuvred so that 
the President appointed a larger 
peace planning group ne uding 
John Hopkins, Professor Isaiah 
Bowman

Establishment of one or two industrial homes in Alberta 


for training and rehabilitation 


of juvenile delinquents was 


urged hy George B. Henwood, K.C., chairman of the regional 


province, before the provincial 
welfare conditions in Alberta. 


He said that two such homes * 


should be established for incor 
rigibles, one near Edmonton and 
the other on the outskirts of Cal 
gary. He suggested that each 
should have a capacity for not 
more than 30. 

The need of a government insti 
tution in Alberta where delinquents 
could be given the advantage of 
proper training and rehabilitation 


was urged by A. I. Millar, K.C 
police magistrate for the City of 
Edmonton 


MANY NEED CARE 


While strongly favoring the foster 
home plan for handling juvenile 
delinquents now in operation in Al 
berta Mr. Henwood was of the 
opinion that “there were quite 
a number of incorrigible children 
for whose care industrial homes 

. should be provided.” 

i& These homes, he suggested 
should have a farm and be well 
established under the management 
of a man and wife interested in the 
rehabilitation of children. There 
should be a teacher to instruct in 
the ordinary school curriculum and 


also instruction in mechanical 
trades, 

He said it should be recog- 
nized that there must be rnore 
expenditures for child welfare 
Purposes by the provinces or 


municipalities or a combination 
of these agencies. “Better facili 
ties than those available in the 
past® were necessary for the care 
of boys.” he stated 

“I believe the girl situation in the 
province is being fairly well taken 
care off,” he replied to a question 
from a committee member 

Responsibility for admission to 
the proposed industrial homes, Mr 
Henwood stated, should rest with 
the superintendent of child welfare 
and public welfare commiitee of 
some similar agency. 

Mrs. Riley asked if the provision 
of year-round playground activities 
would improve conditions in the 
city, and added that no part of the 
province had done much in provid- 
ing year-round playgrounds 


POOR HOME CONDITION 

Mr. Henwood said that many 
juvenile delinquents came from 
poor home conditions. Also lack of 
funds had prevented the making of 
proper investigation of complaints

Questioned concerning encour- 
agement io women to enter war 
work, Mr. Henwood expressed the 
opinion that “if there were chil 
dren to look after women should be 
discouraged from taking up war 
work.” 

Mr. Henwood was not in agree- 


ment with the suggestion that the 
limitation age for juveniles 
should be reduced to 16, He said 
that “the time for saving the 
child from a life of crime should 
start, as now, under the age of 
18.”

OTTAWA, Aug, 31.—(CP)—Is- 
suance last night of the 12th offi- 
cial list of Canadian (Active) 
Army casualties suffered in the 
Sicily campaign, containing 67 
names, brought to 1,145 the total 
of Canadian casualties in Sicily 
thus far made public. 

Last night's list—the 352nd army 
casualty list of the war— listed 
three other ranks killed in action, 
two had died during the campaign, 
one who died of accidental injuries 


three officers reported as wounded 
56 other ranks reported as wound- 


ed, and one officer and one other | 


rank also wounded but who have 
remained on duty 


NO OFFICERS KILLED 

No officers were reported killed 
in action or having died of wounds 
The mention of members of the 
Canadian Army in Sicily having 
been wounded but remaining on 
duty was the first made since issu 
ance of the first list some days ago 

The list gives the name of one 
officer, Lieut, Warren Stuart Dun
